To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Brandon  and  Byshottles  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  twenty-first  annual  report  being  that  for 
the  year  1947. 

Vital  statistics  show  a shght  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths 
at  all  ages  and  also  in  the  case  of  illegitimate  infants  and  infants 
under  one  year,  but  these  increases,  in  the  death  rates  referred  to, 
are  of  such  small  dimensions  as  not  to  be  any  cause  for  concern. 

The  total  number  of  five  births  fell  from  421  to  404.  Deaths 
from  Tuberculosis  were  lower,  11  to  7,  but  Cancer  accounted  for 
27  as  against  21.  Cardio  vascular  disease  was  responsible  for  107. 

There  was  a sharp  rise  in  the  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Diph- 
theria and  Measles,  but  no  deaths. 

I again  record  with  pleasure  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  help 
afforded  me  at  all  times  by  the  Council  Officials,  particularly  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  staff,  and  I acknowledge  with  gratitude 
the  consideration  and  interest  of  the  Members  of  the  Council.

Water  Supply. 

With  the  exception  of  a few  isolated  farms  and  cottages  the 
district  draws  its  water  from  the  mains  of  the  Durham  County 
Water  Board. 

Speaking  generally,  the  supply  during  the  year  has  been 
satisfactory  with  the  following  exceptions  : — 

(a)  Pringle  Place,  New  Brancepeth. 

There  are  88  Council  houses  on  this  site  standing  on  sloping 
ground  and  owing  to  the  lack  of  pressure  in  the  mains  during  the 
day  time  there  have  been  occasions  when  water  could  not  be  drawn 
between  the  hours  of  10  a.m.  and  6 p.m. 
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(b)  Brandon  Village. 

The  conditions  of  supply  here  are  different  as  owing  to  the 
altitude  of  the  village  being  higher  than  that  of  the  local  reservoir 
the  water  is  pumped  into  a storage  tank  before  being  distributed  to 
stand-pipes  situated  at  convenient  points  in  the  village  and  to  about 
12  houses  where  the  water  is  laid  on. 

While  the  supply  is  normally  sufficient  for  the  present  needs  of 
the  villagers  it  would  be  uiadequate  should  water  be  laid  on  to 
ev'ery  house,  and  if  the  conservancy  system  of  sanitation  be  con- 
verted to  water  carriage. 

I understand  that  the  Durham  County  Water  Board  have  a 
scheme  in  course  of  preparation  which,  when  completed,  should 
improve  the  supplies  mentioned  in  paras,  (a)  and  (6). 

(c)  Isolated  farrns  and  cottages  not  connected  with  main  water  supply. 

The  undermentioned  farms  receive  their  water  supply  from  a 
spring  situated  near  Weather  Hall.  The  water  is  first  pumped 
to  a collecting  tank  and  then  piped  to  the  farms  : — 

1.  Baal  Hill  Farm. 

2.  West  Brandon  Farm. 

3.  East  Brandon  Farm. 

4.  Standalone  Farm.

Upper  and  Lower  Deerness  Valley  Sewerage  Scheme. 

Negotiations  were  begun  during  the  year  for  the  acquisition  of 
land  for  the  extension  of  the  Browney  Sewage  Disposal  Works, 
and,  in  the  meantime,  the  relevant  information  as  to  the  Council’s 
plans  for  future  development  is  being  considered  by  the  Consulting 
Engineers  in  connection  with  the  new  Sewerage  Scheme.  A Joint 
Meeting  was  held  with  Durham  City  Council  as  to  the  Sewage  to  be 
dealt  with  at  Browney  Sewage  Works  from  a new  Development 
Area  within  the  City  boundaries.  This  meeting  was  of  an  explora- 
tory nature  only  and  further  meetings  are  to  be  held.

The  Council’s  Sanitary  Inspector  is  responsible  to  the  Council 
for  the  administration  and  supervision  of  the  scavenging  of  your 
district. 


There  are,  in  your  area,  approximately  5362  houses  and  338 
other  premises  including  schools  and  other  premises,  the  refuse  of 
which  is  removed  regularly. 


The  cleansing  of  the  whole  area  is  done  by  direct  labour. 


The  Council  owns  a fleet  of  8 wagons  6 of  which  are  of  modern 
design,  and  two  older  wagons  for  use  in  connection  with  refuse 
collection,  viz.  : —

Housing. 

During  the  years  1936  to  1938,  four  hundred  and  thirty  two 
houses  were  condemned  in  the  Area  ; of  these,  104  are  still  occupied 
— 273  have  since  been  demohshed  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  demohtion 
of  the  remaining  55  mil  soon  be  completed. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  two  families  representmg  566 
])ersons  were  rehoused  in  new  Council  houses  from  these  areas  during 
1939  and  owing  to  the  dangerous  condition  of  certain  condemned 
houses  at  Ushaw  Moor  and  the  need  for  extending  the  new  housing 
site  at  Brandon,  it  was  necessary  to  rehouse  46  other  families 
(217  persons)  during  this  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council’s  post-war  building  scheme 
showed  that  183  permanent  houses  and  70  pre-fa bricated  houses 
had  been  completed  and  occupied  by  253  famihes  with  a total  of 
1,082  persons. 
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Housing  Requirements. 

Schedule  7 shows  that  the  housing  position  is  very  acute  and 
that  at  least  630  houses  are  needed  to  deal  with  overcrowding, 
families  living  with  their  parents  or  in  rooms,  and  that  another 
112  houses  are  needed  to  rehouse  families  living  in  properties 
condemned  during  1936-38. 

In  addition  to  these  requirements  it  must  be  remembered  that 
the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  programme  had  only  begun  when 
hostilities  broke  out,  and  made  further  progress  impossible. 

It  is  estimated  that  approximately  2,000  houses  in  the  area 
are  below  standard  to  such  an  extent  that  ‘ Clearance  ’ is  the  only 
method  with  which  they  could  be  dealt.

Meat  Inspection, 

Meat  Inspection  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  Sanitary  and 
Meat  and  Food  Inspector  at  the  Government  controlled  slaughter 
house  at  Meadowfield,  where  cattle,  sheej)  and  pigs  are  slaughtered 
to  suppl}’^  the  needs  of  the  population  of  Durham  City,  Durham 
Rural  and  Brandon  & B,yshottles  districts. 

As  previously  reported,  the  closest  co-operation  exists  between 
the  Council’s  Meat  and  Food  Inspector  and  the  slaughter  house 
manager  (Mr.  F.  Armstrong)  who  gives  all  possible  assistance  to 
facilitate  inspection.

Factories. 

The  new  two  factories  built  at  Langley  Moor  are  now  in  ])ro-. 
duction  : — 

(1)  Messrs  I.  & R.  Morley,  Ltd.  (Manufacturers  of  hosiery 

and  shirts). 

This  factory  employs  29  men  and  286  women. 

The  factory  has  a floor  area  of  24,289  feet,  sup. 

(2)  Messrs.  Hirst  & Trackway  (Raincoat  and  Clothing 

Manufacturers ) . 

This  factory  employs  approximately  18  men  and  216 
women. 

The  factory  has  a floor  area  of  36,053  feet,  sup. 

In  addition  to  these  two  factories  there  are  31  small  factories 
operated  in  most  cases  by  individual  craftsmen  who  carrj’^  on  the 
trades  of  joiners,  tailors,  blacksmiths,  boot  repairers,  etc. 

Bakehouses. 

There  are  9 bakehouses  in  the  area,  two  of  which  are  whole- 
salers and  retailers  and  the  remainder  are  in  the  retail  trade  onl3^ 

The  conditions  existing  at  these  premises  when  visited  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Ambulance  Service. 

The  Council  took  dehvery  of  an  ambulance  in  April  1944  for 
the  purpose  of  meeting  the  public  need  for  such  a vehicle,  viz. 

(а)  to  convey  patients  to  and  from  hospital. 

(б)  to  deal  with  street  accidents. 

During  the  year  355  journeys  were  made  to  the  various  hospitals 
in  the  area,  12  of  which  were  street  and  other  accidents. 

The  reciprocal  arrangement  made  with  the  Durham  City 
Council  under  which  the  ambulance  of  each  authority  undertakes 
‘ Night  Duty  ’ journeys  on  alternative  weeks  and  when  necessary 
remove  cases  from  either  district  during  the  daj'^  time  has  continued 
to  prove  beneflcial  to  the  residents  of  both  the  Durham  City  and 
Brandon  districts.
